Impression Prevails That There Will 
Be a Delay in the Evacuation of 
Havana and Other Spanish 
Strongholds in 
Cuba. 


Washington, August 11.—The Associated 


Press bulletin from Madrid amnouncing 
that the Spanish cabinet fhad approved the 
peace protocol and that the French am- 
bassador would receive instruction to sign 
it was very gratifying to the administra- 
tion, hut it was expected that such would 
be the course of the Spanish government. 

It is confidently expected that the 
signatures will be affixed to this doc- 


ument tomorrow and immediately 


thereafter both governments will be- 
gin carrying out its provisions. 


The first will be the cessation of hos- 
tilities, followed immediately by the oc- 
cupation of Maniia by General Merritt 
and the United States troops under 
his command, the occupation of San 
Juan, in Porto Rico, vy General Miles 
nd the evacuation of that island by the 
Spanish forces.

The near approach to the signing of the 
protocol has required the discussion of tne 
personnel of the peace commission. There 
is good authority for the statement that 
Secretary Day will be ai the head of the 
commission, and that two United States 
senators will be members of it. 

Senator Allison, of Iowa. and Senator 
Gorman, of Maryland, have been promi- 
nently mentioned for places on the com- 
mission, and it is understood that they 
have been under consideration by the 
president. 
It is now believed by members of the 
administration that the commission cannot 
complete its work in time. to cause an 
extra session of congress to comsider leg- 
islation which the treaty of peace will ne- 
cessitate, although there is a prospect that 
an extra session of the senate might be 
called in November to consider the treaty 
of peace. |

Reply of the United States Well Recelved 
In Official Circles, 


PRESS «ANXIOUS «FORTHE = END 


The Madrid Papers Declare Peace Is 
Now a Foregone Conclusion and 
Express a Strong Desire for 
the Cessation of 
Hostilities. 


Madrid, August 11, 10 p. m.—The govern- 
ment has received tle protocol, and the 
cabinet council rose at 9:40 p. m., having 
approved it. 

The government will wire M. Cambon to- 
night, empowering him to sign the pre.im- 
inaries of—peace. 

In official circles here the reply of the 
United States to Spatn in the matter of 
peace negotiations is regarded as satisfac- 
tory. 

The press now considers peace a foregone 
conclusion amd echoes the general impa- 
tlence to see a termination of hostilities 
and to know the programme for the peace 
commission, at which it is believed either 
Senor Moret or Duke Almodovar de Rio 
will preside. It is believed that the nego- 
tiations will extend mto the second half 
of September. 

The preliminary arrangements are ad- 
vancing steadily, though perhaps not quite 
60 quick as could be weshed. The short re- 
ply from Washington to the last Spanish 
nete, which reached Madrid today, must 
be regarded as merefy a forerumner of a 
more detailed communication that may be 
expected in the course of the next few 
days. It says the president will take into 
consideration all the points of the last 
Spanish note and wil: embody the whole in 
a formal document, the text of which will 
be telegraphed to Madrid for acceptance 
with the least delay possible. Until this 


latter communication is received it will 
be impossible to say whether the cortes 
will be assembled at once or only at the 
close of the negotiations. 

Ministers adhere to the statement that 
the protocol contains no modification of 
the original terms, but only new sugges- 
tions, 

. 

They expect it will be signed at Wash- 
ington tomorrow (Friday) and that a sus- 
pension of hostilities will be amnounced. 

Duke Almodovar de Rio, minister of for- 
eign affairs, assures the correspondent of 
the Associated Press that the negotlationas 
for the peace treaty will take place in 
Paris, but he says !the commissioners have 
hot yet been appointed. 

The terms of the protocol will not be 
putulshed until the instrument has been 


signed.

FCOD RIOTS FEARED IN ALASKA. 


Government Will Dispatch a Battery 

of Artillery at Once. 

San Franciseo, August 11.—Serious trou- 
ble in interior Alaska is apprehended by 
the United States government. Food riots 
are feared at Fort Yukon and other up- 
river points growing out of the failure of 
the transportation companies to get sup- 
plies through the prevailing low water. 

Acting on instructions received from 
Washington, Major General Merriam will 
quickly dispatch a battery of artillery to 
St. Michaels, the officer in charge having 
orders to proceed at once up the Yukon 
river to Fort Yukon and open a military 
post for the comng winter. The ex pedi- 
tion will also carry a large quantity of 
extra provisions and supplies to retieve 
distress. ,

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THEY SHOOK THEIR’ FISTS 


AND CALLED EACH OTHER ALL 
VILE NAMES IMAGINABLE. 


Lively Times Among. South Caroiina 
Politicians at a Meeting in Green- 
ville Yesterday.

Greenville, 8S. C., August 11.—(Special.)— 
“Liar,” “scoundrel,” ‘“‘coward’’ and “‘ser- 
pent’ were some of the choice epithets 
bandied back and forth by Railroad Oom- 
missioner H. R. Thomas and General J. 
Walter Gray at the campaign meeting to- 
day. It was the warmest incident of the 
campaign, and for several minutes it looked 
like a fight must follow. Men moved: out 
of the way to let the two candidates get 
together, but others stepped in to prevent 
trouble. 

General Gray is opposing Thomas for re- 
election, as are five others. This is Gray’s 
home, and Thomas fiercely asserted that 
Gray was a failure in every way—a lawyer 
who had not had a case in five years, whose 
office door he found locked, with holes in 
the windows stopped up with old clothes. 

When his turn came, Gray said Thomas 
was no gentleman, and had no character. 
This Thomas denied, and Gray gave him 
the lie. Thomas rose, and the two shook 
their fists and hurled such Words as ‘‘cow- 
ard’ and ‘‘scoundrel’’ at each other. 

This was the most exeiting incident of 
what proved to be the liveliest meeting yet 
held. Commissioner Thomas had the chair- 
man read an offer to give $60 to any of his 
opponents who would make a just and 
reasonable rate over any railroad. One of 
his opponents, Major Barney Evans, a 
brother of ex-Governor John Gary Evans, 
took him up and read a rate he had made, 
Thomas said what Evans read was only 
goose gabble, and laughingly refused to give 
him .-the money, which is deposited in a 
Greenville bank. Evans denounced Thomas 
fiercely. 

Colonel R. B. Watson, candidate for gov- 
ernor, made a fearfully scathing denuncia- 
tion of Gov. Ellerbe, who, he said, lacks 
backbone. He arraigned him for break- 
ing his promises in the Charleston metro- 
politan police mafter, and said the reason 
the dispensary did yot succeed was that 
Ellerbe was not man enougin to enforce the 
law. 

Uncle George Tillman made a strong and 
eloquent attack on the dispensary, and de- 
nounced its past and present management 
unsparingly. He also attcked Etslerbe’s ad- 
ministration with vigor. 

Governor Ellerbe surprised the crowd 
with the strength and earnestness of his 
speech, and he made friends today. 

The prohibition candidate, Featherstone, 
made a strong speech, which won votes. 
Six hundred people were present.

Washington, August 11.--Senator Martin 
of Virginia, and Representative Lamb called 
on Adjutant General Corbin today to ask

Repub?tcans of Wyoming Indorse the 
St. Louis Platform. 


Dougias, Wyo., August 11.—The repuhbli- 
can state convention, after two recesses, 
was called to order at 2:30 p. m., and the 
report of the committee on resolutions’

resolutions reaffirm in general terms the 
national declarations made at St. Louis 
in 189%.

DRUNKEN OFFICER 
SLAYS HIS FAMILY 


New York Policeman Kills Mother, 
Children and Wife 


TRIES TO-TAKE HIS OWN LI 


With His Mother's Arms Around His Neck 
He Shocts Her to Death, 


FOUR BODIES IN UNDERTAKER'S PLACE 


Henry C. Hawley Is Now at the Point 
of Death from Wounds Inflicted 
by Himself After He Has 
Wiped Out His Own 
Family. 


New York, August 11.—Policeman Henry 
Cc. Hawley, of the Tenderloin station, 
wile in a fit of drunken rage, today shot 
his wife, his mother, Mary Hawley, his 
four-year-old son and his daughter, s‘x 
years old. He then shot himself in the 
head. He was taken to Bellevue hospital, 
where he died soon afterwards. 

The others were taken to the New York 
hospital, where it was said they would 


die. 

The only explanation of the crime was 
a statement made by Hawley’s mother te 
the effect that drink had caused all, the 
trouble. 

When Hawley’s mother momentarily re- 
covered consciousness at the hospital this 
afternoon she made a statement in sub- 
stance as follows: 

“My son, Henry C. Hawley, had been 
drinking and appeared crazy. He shot his 
wife first and then shot me. Then he shot 
his two children and himeelf. The shoot- 
|} ing occurred at our home about noon.” 

Owen Gallagher, employed in a shop at 
the rear of the Hawley apartments, saw 
@ good part of the tragedy. 

Gallagher, with other workingmen, had 
their attention attracted by hearing Haw- 
ley quarreling with his wife. The police- 
man was sitting in a cMair at the rear 
} window. He held a revolver in his hand 
and was looking at its barrel. 

Gallagher heard Hawley cursé his wife, 
telling her to “Get Out of this." Then. . 
the policeman’s mother came up and tried 
} to get the revolver away from a&!m. The 
old lady put her arms afound her son’s 
neck and endeavored to take the revolver 
away from him. He shoved her off and 
then the shooting began. Gallagher saw 
the policeman stand up and aim the pistot 
directly at the two little children.

MOB HANGS NEGRO IN A STREET. 


Mississippians Take Sandbagger from 
Jail and String Him Up. 
Corinth, Miss., August 11.—Mullock Walk- 
er, @ negro charged with sandbagging, 
was lynched here this morning by a mob 
and his body is swinging from a telegraph 
pole on Filmore Street, in the central 
part of the city.

Grave Mound Built in Front of His 


Residence by Wags—Preacher’s

Birmingham, Ala., August 11.—(Special.)— 
No man in Birmingham has been the sub- 
ject of more unfavorable comment than 
Rev. Robert D. Wear, of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, who/resigned his po- 
@ition as chaplain af the Fifth United 
States volunteers, tmmunes, just the 
regiment was getting out from Savannah 
for Santiago. He returned to Birming- 
ham Tuesday evening. 

The papers had treated the matter 
fuli before the arrival of Chaplain Wear, 
and when he came in on the Central of 
Gorgia train, about 6 o'clock in the eve- 
ning, there were quite a number ‘of people 
at the depot, including several members 
of his church, who were not so free to 
censure him until his side of the matter 
had been heard. 

A member of the church cautioned Rev. 
Wear as he came off the train about talk- 
ing until he had discussed the matter with 
his friends, and the three or four news- 
paper men who were at the depot to meet 
him were not afforded an immediate 
terview.. He, however, gave out a signed 
card a couple of hours afterwards explain- 
ing his position. 

Your correspondent met the chaplain at 
Irondale, several miles from the city. 

Afraid of the Germs. 

“I made up my mind some time ago,” 
Said Rev. Wear, “to tender by resigna- 
tion if learned that peace had been de- 
Olared, and that the regiment would be 
put to garrison duty. I did not enlist 
for garrison duty. When the regiment ar- 
rived at Savannah I made inquiry of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wylie as to the proceedings 
of peace between this government apd 
Spain, and upon learning fhat peace had 
been deciared almost, 1 decided not to 
go to Santiago, to be sacrificed among the 
fever germs. I informed Colonel H. H. 
Sargeant that I) had tendered my resigna- 
tion, and he expressed regrets, saying that 
I could hold the position permanently, and 
that it paid. $2,000 per annum. =I told him 
1 did not want it, and that I had tele- 
graphed my resignation to Washington. 
He said that I could move my family in 
@ couple of months to Cuba, and that I 
Would regret it. 
“Il refused to accept of the office, 
and waited in Savannah until my resigna- 
tion was accepted, and then came home. 
_~am afraid of fever, and believe I was 
right, when I knew that I have a wife and 
three chiidren in the midst of their educa- 
tion at home. I did not resign at an op- 
portune time, for had I done it two weeks 
previous nothing would have been said. I 
also promised my church in case 
peace would be declared I would resign 
my position and return to my charge. I 
was a commissioned officer, and could re- 
Sign at any time, and I want to say so 
Straight, the chaplain in the army is a 
nondescript. He has no duties except at 
burials and when the soldiers are sick. 
The soldiers are not forced to church, 
and the regiment I was in was something 
terrible. 

“Immunes? Why many of them were 
from Illinois, Missouri and other states 
outside of the south. And how they did 
curse and drink! Blasphemy was to be 
heard on all sides, and the position of 
chaplain became distasteful to me. As to 
cowardice, I did not show any. My 
friends who know me can testify as to me 
showing a white feather, I did sit on 
my trunk at the wharf in Savannah, but 
it was no more than was done by other 
officers in the regiment, and I cannot see 
why that incident should have been so 
carefully noted.’’ 

Offers To Enlist as a Private. 

Since he has been home, Rev. Dr. Wear 
has held consultations with his church 
leaders and friends. He made the offer to 
go to Cuba and enlist in his regiment as 
a@ private, but that suggestion was «com- 
mented on unfavorably. His friends are 
sticking to him, and say he does not de- 
Serve the awful censure that is being 
heaped on him. 

This afternoon when seen and conversed 
with, he was in anything but pleasant 
spirits. He said his wife was broken- 
hearted, and he spoke in no good terms of 

the men who were assailing his character. 
_ He said that he had nothing to add to his 
first interview—that is that he did not 
enlist as a garrison chaplain, but as a 
fighting minister. 

Aiter his enlistment Jefferson Valley 
lodge No. 1 Knights of Pythlias, presented 
him with a fine uniform. His church pre- 
sénted him with a fine horse—-a steed which 
was formerly driven by Chief of Police T. 
C. McDonald—as fine an animal as is in 
the city. The horse is back now. 

A report was ¢urrent today that his 
Knights of Pythias lodge had exonerated 
him from the accusation made against him. 
Chanceller Commander H. M. Beck, when 
seen this afternoon, said that the matter 
had not been brought up in the lodge, and 
as far as he knew, would not be. 

Rev. Dr. Wear will most likely occupy 
his pulpit on Sunday morning, in which

Grave in Front of- Residence.

A brother of the chap- 
lain saw the affair and obliterated all 
traces before Rev. Dr. Wear saw it. When 
told of it he was indignant.

UP SPANISH BOATS

Gunboat Searches Inlets, Coves 
and: Points for Small Craft 


FIRED ON SEVERAL TIMES 


Coal Passer Kourlourls In Securing a 
Sloop Meets Death, 


HIS DEED WAS FULL OF VALOR 


Commander Clover Shoves His Vessel 
Into All Kinds of Out-of-the- 
Way Places Hunting Up 
Vessels Flying the 
Yellow Flag. 


Key West, August 11.—Emanuel Kour- 
louris, a coal passer on the gunboat Ban- 
croft, was shot and instantly killed during 
} a sharp engagement with Spanish riflemen 
at a point of land jutting in Bortes bay, 
on the south coast of the province of Pinar 
del Rio, on August 2d. It is not known how 
many Spaniards’ lives paid for his, but the 
Spansh loss was undoubtedly severe. 

On the morning of that day the Bancroft 
was cruising about Bortes on blockade duty 
when a safl was.seen close to the land, 
about ten miles té the northward. The gun- 
boat's steam launch was armed with a one- 
pounder and Lievitenant Henry B. Wilson, 
with fourteen men, all carrying rifles, was 
sent into intercept the stranger. She turn- 
ed out to be a Spanish schooner. By the 
tima& the steam launch reached that point, 
the schooner had worked into a port and 
a party of Spaniards, including a body of 
soldiers, was attempting to haul her ashore. 
The launch stéod boldly in and a brisk fire 
from her one-pounder speedily scattered 
the crowd. 

James Munroe, a first-class apprentice, 
swam to the schooner and made a line 
fast to her, in order to pull her out. At 
the same time Valdemar Hohengreen, an 
ordinary seaman, Gropped over the side 
of the launch and made for a plier, where 
a small sloop-rigged boat was moored. 

Spaniards Open Fire. 

The launch then commenced to haul off 
the schooner, but the line parted, and 
while another was being run to her tne 
Spaniards, who’Hed sought shelter in the 
woods’ pouré®,it a murderous rifle fire.

Fortunately no one else was 
even infured. 


rapid return fire» with their rifles, while 
Lieutenant Wilson maneuvered the launch 


from the small boat, which he had shoved 
off from the pier. Her bow was pulled ont 
and the one-pounder was opened on the 
ambuscade with such well directed aim 
that the Spaniards were routed without a 
chance to return the American fire. 

The schooner had in the meantime gone 
hard aground and being so damaged as 
to be almost useless, enough shells were 
sent into her to finish her destruction. 

The launch then returned with the small 
sloop to the Bancroft. Commander Clover 
praised the gallantry of the men on the 
launch, who did not falter under heavy 
fire. but directed all their energies to res- 
cuing Hohengreen, who alone on the 
wharf, was in a perilous situation, 

The next morning the Bancroft started 
for Siguena bay, where the gunboat Maple 
had gone to blockade and sound out a pas- 
sage. 

Maple Goes on a Hunt. 

On August 4th, Commander Clover, who 
Was senior officer, transferred his flag to 
the Maple While the Bancroft’s boilers were 
undergoing repairs. He took the launch 
with him, under Ensign Vogelsang, still 
armed with her one-pounder. They pro- 
ceeded to the northwest extremity on the 
Isle of Pines and there a sloop and 
a large schooner anchored in shore. The 
launch went in after them, but as soon as 
She was observed approaching, the crews 
of the Spanish vessels took to their small 
boats. The sloop was aground and toward 
this vessel Ensign Vogelsang headed the 
launch, 

As the latter drew near to the sloop, a 
party of Spaniards on shore opened fire on 
the Americans, Then the launch’s one- 
pounder opened on the enemy. But before 
she had fired many shells the Maple opened 
fire with her six-pounder and swept the 
brush-lined beach. While the dense foliage 
ashore gave the enemy a decided advan- 
tage, no Americans were hit. But it ts #afe 
safe to say that under the Maple’s heavy 
fire a large number of Spaniards were kill- 
ed or wounded. 

The sloop turned out to be a: trading 
vessel with no cargo on board and not be- 
ing worth the trouble of sending to an 
American port. A few shots from the Maple 
put her under water. The schooner, howev- 
er. proved to be of value. She was the 
Carmita loaded with wood and charcoal. 
She was hauled out and anchored until 
the next morning, when the Maple, towing 
the schooner and the launch, resumed her 
journey to Siguena bay.

Savannah, Ga., August 11.—In the midst 
of a pouring incessant rain this afternoon 
the men of Colonel P. H. Ray's regiment 
began to get ready to go aboard the. trans- 
port Minnewaska, which is to carry them 
to Santiago de Cuba. The rain interfered 
with further preparations late in the after- 
noon, but it is announced that the regi- 
ment will go aboard the transport on 
time tomorrow morning. It has been an- 
nounced that the Minnewaska would éail 
tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock, but it 
is stated on good authority that this will 
not the case. Colonel Ray is anxious 
to get all of his men aboard the ship and 
get them accustomed to it before leaving 
port. The Minnewaska, therefore, will 
not leave until Saturday afternoon at 3 
o'clock. 

The work of loading the transport has 
been going on all day. About 10@ cords 
of wood are being put aboard, sand the 
horses, mules and ambulance wagons 
have already been loaded. 

Ray Wants To, Bounce Reaves. 

The most sensational feature of the sit- 
uation in the regiment today has been the 
positive annoumcement of Colonel Ray 
that he will have a board of inquiry look 
into the physical ability of Lieutenant 
Colonel A, 8. Reaves upon reaching Cuba, 
with a view to dispensing with his ser-

ness between Colonel Ray and Lieutenant 


Colonel Reaves for sometime, Colonel 
Ray claiming that his Heutenant colonel 
is incompetent. The trouble, it appears, 
grew out of the fact that Colone) Ray had 
nothing to do with the selection of his 
lieutenant colonel, who was one of the 
president's appointees, through the in- 
fluence of Senator Bate, of Tennessee, 

“I do not object to an examination by a 
board of inquiry,” said Lieutenant Col- 
onel Reaves today. “I am going to, Cuba 
and it is my intention to remain in the 
service. I wrote to Senator Bate a few 
days ago with regard to the matter, ask- 
ing him if he coul@ not secure a transfer 
for me to some other command in the 
army. He replied, saying it was best for 
me to remain here, and told me-to stick 
to my position, and not be kicked out by 
the colonel or anybody else. F shall fol- 
low his advice.” 

That was all the ‘lieutenant colonel had 
to say, with»regard to the miatter,- and 
Colonel Ray would only say that he had 
asked for @ board of inquiry to pass upon 
the lieutenant colonel as soon as the regt- 
ment arrived in Cuba. His friends deny 
that he ts incompetent and insist that at 
the proper time he can make a full de- 
fense. While the lieutenant colonel is a 
man of sixty odd years, he etill considers 
himself physically able. He was major of 
the Thirteenth Alabama during the civil 
war, serving the entire four years. He 
was a strong candidate for assistant séc- 
retary of agriculture in 1893, and present- 
ed extremely strong indorsements t6 Pres- 
ident Cleveland. He was the first officer 
commissioned for the regiment, his com. 
mission, it is understood, antedating that 
of Colonel Ray. 

There have been rumors of one or two 
other possible changes, but there seems to 
no ground for them. Colonel Ray has 
not yet heard from the promotions for 
officers of his regiment, as suggested by 
him, but hopes to before leaving for San- 
tiago. In the event he does not the offi- 
cers named will act temporarily in the 
capacities for which they were named by 
him. 

Colonel Ray fired the first officer of the 
transport Minnewaska for refusing te 
obey an order from Major E. Willis, of 
the quartermaster’s department. Lieu- 
tenant Griffith, the officer in question, va- 
cated his post without any trouble. 


Men Ready To Go. .

Spaniards Were on the Point of Starvati 
and Their Ammunition Was 


About to 


Run Out. 


GEN. TORAL NEARLY PROSTRATED 


Detailed Description of the Negotiations Leading to the Sur- 
render of the Cuban City—The March Into the 


Town and the Formal Capitulation. 


BY ROBERT 


Bantiago de Cuba, July 4%, 
states Steamship Yale to Key West, F'a., 
July 27.—It was qust a week ago at noon 
today that the*stars and stripes were 
raised above the roof of the shabby o'd 
government palace here, but this is the 
first opportunity we have had to get off 
to the states direct a comprehensive letter 
about it. 

Numerous others that have been written 
amid the clatter and confusion of post- 
surrender life in a besieged city lie at Jura- 
guacito, where they were forwarded at 
considerable labor and expense, and al- 
though they have been cleaned and smoked 
and punched full of holes and otherwise 
disinfected until little ts left of them, the 
government vessels still refuse to carry 
them out of that fever-stricken place. The 
same fate befell some photographs I se- 
cured, but which managed ultimately to 
escape both the germs and the quarantine 
officers, and which will risk their precious 
lives a second time with this in the pocket 
of a naval officer returning home on sick 
leave. 

But It ts best, perhaps, that the entire 
story be told at once, for such American 
newspapers as have reached us through 
the arrival of relief ships are full of fear- 
ful and wonderful reports of things that 
did not happen, as well as lacking in ac- 


counts of those things which really went ; 


to make the ast ten days notable ones in 
our national history. Of the 110 newspaper 


correspondents who started with the army . 


of invasion from Tampa just seven stood 
uncovered before the palace last Sunday 
and watched the American flag curl up the 
staff above the doorway. And of those 
seven one has been deported after witness- 
ing only a part of the ceremony. The other 
six of us take no special credit for possess- 
ing constitutions strong enough to iive out 
the terrible campaign, but we feel that it 
is proper for us to say in advance that 
we write as eye-witnesses—because some 
others have not. 
When Toral Gave Up. 

The scene of the actual surrender was 
not on the hills at Caney between the 
firing lines, where General Toral gave his 
sword to General Shafetr and had it re- 
turned, to him, nor in the Santiago pubile 
square, where, amid the booming of can- 
non, the blare of trumpets and the cheer- 
ing of joy-crazed men the proud Castillian 
eity was formally turned over to our 
It was a far different seene than 
either of these. Its setting was a grove of 
water-soaked and dripping mango trees, 
under which half a dozen sober-faced men 
sat in heavy rubber coats and talked slow- 
ly, earnestly and with emotion. A few 
vards away uniformed orderlies stood at 
the heads of restless horses and once or 
twice mounted messengers rode up or rode 
away at top speed. But there was little 
of the mititary in the picture, and a reader 
today would not recognize in a photograph 
of the men now speaking of peace the gen- 
erals who had helped to lead the clashing 
armies together. 

It was the conference which General Miles 
had proposed when Toral, after having re- 
fused an unconditional surrender, sent a 
note to the American commander asking 
for a cessation of hostilities. for another 
day. In advance the meeting was arranged 
to be held at 4 o’clock in the afternoon of 
Friday, the 14th, and Miles and ‘Shafter 
took General Wheeler with them—a fine 
tribute to the diplomatic sense of the griz- 
zied old southerner as well as a just re- 
ward for his hard and fearless fighting. 
The three di@ not discuss on the journey 
what they ‘were going to say or do, for 
Shafter was chafing under Alger’s telegram 
of the day before, which expressed the sur- 
prise of the president that he ‘should 
have even considered any terms of sur- 
render other than absolute and uncondi- 
tional.” Miles and Wheeler did not share 
the president’s surprise, and they rode on 
through the American outposts wrapped in 
their rubber coats and in silence, thinking, 
perhaps, the things they were too good 
s0idiers to express in words. 


A Meeting of Brave Men. 


,All three knew that a failure to induce 
the Spaniards to capitulate would mean a 
fearful slaughter. The smasning of Cer- 
vera’s fleet, which had been hailed in 
Washington as the breaking of Toral’s last 
claim to consideration, ‘meant nothing to 
the men in the dreary rain between the 
‘ines in front of Santiago, for the fleet had 
hever figured in the campaign on shore.

field just off the trail, silent, somber and 
still in the bright sunshine. Not a move 
was made as we approached them, but 
both sides acted their parts as well as 
though a dress rehearsal nad made them 
letter perfect. Captain Brett, foilowing 
the American officers, strung out his troop- 
ers in a long line facing the anish in- 
fantry and Shafter moved ‘his horse right 
up to where Toral sat, pale and worn, in 
his saddie. The others followed and it 
was between the two escorts, with thous- 
ands of eyes watching from the bBurrouwnd- 
ing hills, that the defeat of the Spanish 
arms on land was formally declared and 
the first Spanish territory was turned over 
to Spain's invincible foe. 


Toral’s Sword Returned. 


Late on the preyious night Toral had 
sent his sword to Shafter and the latter 
Bave it back to him when the two met. 

“You have earned your right to keep it, 
general,’’ he said. 

“Thank you,’ replied Toral, bowing and 
buckling the beit about his waist. ‘You 
are all princes of courtesy.” 

At the same time a signal from thim di- 
rected the Spanish captain to put ‘his 
company through their manual of arms, 
and then the buglers, gathering together, 
blew the musical notes of the retreat. The 
surrendered soldiers, brought out to repre- 
sent the entire army, had evidently been 
Selected, because they showed up to bet- 
ter advantage tham the others, but this 
did not speak very well for the whole. 
They were a lean, sallow and hungry- 
looking lot amd their cheap blue uniforms 
hung limp, wet and wrinkled on their 
drooping shoulders. Their faces were al- 
most expressionless, but they lighted up a 
trifle when the sharp command came from 
Captain Brett to;his men to salute, and a 
hundred sabers rasped in as many rusty 
sheaths and then flashed in the clear, crisp 
morning air. At the same moment the 
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opening of fire, and Toral, in a broken and 
husky voice, had turned and replied: 

“But, general, there are some things that 
are worse than death to a soldier.’’ 

And he was suffering their .orments at 
that moment! 

The American Argument. 

The first step that brought the conferees 
together on the line of final capitulation 
was the prompt consent of the Americans 
to the request of the Spaniards that, in the 
event of a surrender of any sort, the 
Cubans be not permitted to enter and loot 
the city. Toral seemed very fearful of 
this. 

“Not a single man of my own army will 
go into Santiago.”’ said Shafter, ‘‘except so 
many as are needed to police the place and 
protect property.’”’ 

The matter of surrendering 
and honor was taken somewhat gingerly, 
for the three Americans approached the 
discussion with secret fear of renewed in- 
terference from Washington in their hearts. 
But it presently appeared that the Spanish 
idea of an honorable surrender was s0 
very like an American unconditional sur- 
render that both Washington and Madrid 
could place widely different constructions 
upon the ultimate plan to the satisfaction 
of each. To Toral’s plea to be allowed to 
retire under arms to Holguin or Manzanillo, 
the American refusal was so prompt and 
positive that it did not bob up a second 
time; but for quite a while the Spaniards 
would not listen to the proposition to take 
them all back to Spain without arms. 
Arms to them meant honor, and they per- 
sisted and insisted that they must evacuate 
the city with some excuse for putting that 
word into their cables home. 

So on this point the officers of both sides 
spoke at length. For the Americans 
Wheeler did the most effective work, Lring- 
ing to bear not only his military knowledge, 
the political geniws that has made 
him a leader in congress and in the coun- 
cils of nis party at home. He complimented 
the Spaniards.on the maguificent resistance 
they had made, and said they had already 
established a reputation as fighting men 
that needed no indorsement from their foe 
or other than had already been given. In- 
cidentally ‘he threw into his remarks a 
great big, healthy and altogether charac- 
teristic American bluff. He spoke of the 
re-enforcements that arrived 
from Tampa—but he did not sax_that they 
were still many miles'from ‘the firMg line. 
He spoke of the great stege guns which had 
not yet been trained upon the city—but he

' did not say that these were still in thhe dark

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was a brief statement of the condition of 
affairs and closed with instructions not to 
permit our men to make any demonstra- 
tions when the news reached them. The 
order was imperative, and ag the general 
told Astor to use all poss'ble expedition 
in delivering it along the lines he added: 

“If we start yelling now it may change 
their plans. We've got them just where 
we want them, but if we start a celebra- 
tion it might break up the whole thing.” 

Colone] Astor swung into his saddle and 
Was about to start out, with a salute, 
when Shafter continued: 

“You might also gay, on the quiet, that 
by Sunday I think we can take the em- 
bargo off. Then the boys can raige hell 
if they want to.’’ 

And thus did the first news of 
nender reach our forces in 
outposts. 

To Receive the Surrender. 

In fixing Sunday as the day on which 
hell could, with propriety, be raised by 
the American troops Sinafter made a guess 
that will contribute largely toward con- 
vincing folks in future that he is a great 
general. For it was arranged within the 
next twenty-four hours that on Sunday 
the forma] surrender should take place and 
the ceremonies accompanying the evacua- 
tien of the city be elabora.ely observed. 
The work of the commissioners I have 
already described in some detail in  pre- 
vious letters. but it really counted for 
little in the end. They did no more than 
draw up and sign the papers containing 
the conditions uS[Mder which the Spaniards 
were to lay down their arms, and the 
fact ‘that minor matters were disputed 
served only to give sensational] newspa- 
pers an opportunity for ceclaring that 
there had been no surrender afier all. 
But Toral stuck rigidly by his implied and 
unsigned agreement with Shafter, reached 
at the rainy day conference under tne 
mangoes, and practically every condition 
of the final articles of capitulation was 
an official declaration, simply, of a fore- 
gone understanding. The right of the 
Spanish officers to carry their side arms 
to Spain, which is the loophole through 
which the enemy wil] squeeze the word 
honor, was a suggestion that came from 
M les himself. 

Thus the intervening time passed qu‘ck- 
ly, and late on Saturday night the word 
was passed around that at 9 o'clock the 
next morning the surrender services were 
to begin. What these would constst of 
no man in the ranks seemed to Know, but 
they received with much good will the 
information that at noon exactly they 
would be permitted to make all the no.se 
by way of celebration that they cared to. 

As we passed down the American lines 
the soldiers, with arms stacked, were pre- 
paring to go forward to tne ridge of hills 
in which our batteries were stationed and 
from which the entire theater of action 
was plantly visible. 

The Americans Set Out. 

On the saady side of 49n Juan hill, at the 
very front of our-line, we found Generals 
Shafter and Miles and all the staff and 
division, brigade and regimental command- 
ing officers waiting impatiently in front of 
Wheeler’s tent. They wore their best unt- 
forms and their hcrses had been polished 
as sleck as the side of a new trunk. At 
9 o'clock exactly Capiain Brett rode up 
at the thead of one hundred mounted men 
selected from the several cavalry regi- 
ments, and his arrival Was the sigmal to 
start. The officers leaped into their sad- 
dies, the buglers blew merrily, the soldiers

American buglers blew the advance, and 
as the troopers turned to ride back Into 
the road the Spanish infantry stepped for- 
ward, broke ranks and stacked arms. It 
was the last act of the drama of war 60 
far as they were concerned, and they did 
not turn back with a single look of re- 
gret at the Mauser rifles that they had 
left behind. 

The troops lined up to let the 
soldiers pass by on their way 
American lis, where the 
army was to be encamped, 
the next eight or ten minutes 
On both sides broke up into 
and chatted—to all outward appearances, 
at least—as comfortably as though they 
had known each other always. -It was a 
little difficult to believe that only a few 
days ago they had been trying to kill eacn 
other, and the ceremonies of war, about 
which we novices Know so little, because 
as incongruous as they were puzzling. 
But the air of gcod will and good fellow- 
ship appeared to be genuine and the Span- 
ish officers to whom the newspaper corres- 
pondents had time to be presented grasped 
our hands with a firm and friendly grip. 
| had a short talk with one of them, but 
leerned from him little that was not al- 
rezdy known. He sald that in Santiag« 
the Spanish troops oad been living for 
tweive days on hard rice and that another 
twenty-four ‘hours of hard fighting would 
exhaust their ammunition. Snort on both, 
they had nothing <0 do but surrender, 
and he seemed to feel that they had done 
wonderfully well to wrest amy considera- 
tion at all from the Americans under the 
circumstances. And I agreed with him. 

Into the City at Last. 

When all ranks of To- 
ral’'s escort had passed we turned our 
‘horses into the road, headed them for the 
yellow walls and spires a mile ahead of us 
and broke into a gallop. It was an unin- 
terrupted ride, but wnere was plenty to 
see. On both sides were gathered men, 
women and “children who were returning 
from their plaee of refuge at Caney to 
the homes they had deserted on tiie first 
day’s fighting near the city. They 
on trunks and packing boxes and stones 
and watched us with dull eyes. Some of 
the men were drunk and quarrelsome, 
for rum was p.entiful at Caney long after 
bread had been ex'‘oausted. All were hun- 
gry and worn, 

Of the city itself we saw little. The 
houses and shops were all closed, the iron 
shutters were up, and as we clattered 
noisily through the narrow streets we 
could well have believed, except for the 
Spanish soldiers on the sidewalks, that we 
had captured a dead and deserted town. 
But we knew that back of the barred 
deors were thousands of frightened folks 
huddled into corners and the soldiers gave 
us plenty to think about. They lounged 
about in little groups, most of, them too 
drunk to walk, and 
ettes, swore at us genially, and shambied 
to their bare feet to salute us awkwardly 
as we passed. Where all the rum and to- 
bacco came from was a mystery which we 
have not yet been able to solve. 


We Take Formal Possession. 

The American procession came to a walk 
as it neared the center of the city, and we 
moved slowly up a cobble-paved thorough- 
fare with imposing buildings on both sides 
untl we reached the puble square, into 
the center of which we rode and stopped. 
it was a square about the size of that 
upon which the Kimball house. rests at 
home, and about the .central band stand 
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and well laid walks. To the north was 


built neariy a hundred years ago and 
which looks its age. Its architecture is 
Moorish and it is dec'dedly picturesque in 
its way. To the south was the cathedral, 
a very old, very imposing and very sub- 
stantial structure, with two tall square 
towers rising at either end. To the west 
was a row of shops, with a big cafe called 
La Venus on the corner, and to the east 
was the San Carlos Club, Santiago’s most 
fashionable resort. 

Then the Band Played! 

General Shafter led the way inside the 
‘palace, but only Miles and Wheeler and 
haif a dozen aids followed. The municipal 
officers were waiting for him, but he ex- 
changed only a few words with them. A 
white-haired, white-faced old gentleman 
came out to say in a voice trembling but 
dignified that he was judge of the appellate 
court. and Shafter told him to continue 
to exercise the duties of his high office. 
It took a little time to make it clear to 
the Spanish civilians in high places that 
they were not to be disturbed—that the 
Americans did not propose to interrupt 
for a moment the administration Of jus- 
tice or the machinery of municipal gov- 
ernment. In fact, it is not clearly under- 
stood yet, but it is slowly dawning upon 
the surprised officials. Shafter’s errand at 
the time was to wait upon Toral in the 
palace and arrange for taking possession 
of the palace, and Toral told him to go 
ahead and take possession at once. It was 
then a few minutes to 12 o'clock, and Shaf- 
ter sent word to Captain McKittrick to 
heist the American flag on the building at 
noon exactly. 

McKittrick took with him Lieutenant 
Miley and Lieutenant Joe Wheeler, Jr., 
and they climbed up on the roof with the 
bright piece of bunting. in their hands the 
moment theg got the word. No Spanish 
colors were afloat, but there was a tall 
flagstaff rigged with halyards just over 
the palace entrance, and to these ropes 
the stars and stripes were fastened. Then 
the three officers stood erect beside the 
pole, the cynosure of five thousand eyes, 
and waited. We in front watched, t20, 
the band with their instruments at their 
lips. The few seconds which intervened 
seemed an age, but at last the cathedral 
chimes. broke out, and with their first 
note Captain McKittrick gave a long, 
strong pull on the cords in hs @ands, and 
the glorious red, white and blue flew aloft 
and unfurled itself at the peak of the staff 
where for more than two hundred years 
the red and yellow had waved in undis- 
turbed supremacy. At the same moment 
the band broke into “The Star Spangled 
Banner” and as the beautiful hymn swelled 
out full and free those who had planned 
to cheer forgot their plans and stood, silent 
and uncovered, in the awe of a ceremony 
such as is given so few men to wit- 
ness. For two minutes the flag fluttered 
and the band played, while the vast 
assemblage stood still. Then somebody 
ster-ped out and proposed three cheers, and 
this broke the spell. 

l have since been told that we made a 
good deal of nolse. 

City at Starvation Point. 

The unhappy incident between General 
Shafter and Correspondent Scovel served to 
terminate the ceremonies somewhat un- 
graciously, and Shafter started back to his 
camp as soon as he had appointed Colonel 
McKibben military governor pro tempore 
of the city. In a few minutes the crowds 
in and about the public square had scuat- 
tered, and the arrival of the Ninth infai.- 
try, which had been ordered tn to pclice 
the city, served to add to the confusion 
already existing. Hundreds of people be- 
gan to seek the American commander to 
ask for food, and it. quickly became 
parent that the stories of uistress whch 
hid reached our ears previous to the sur- 
renders were not at all exazyerated. Flout 
was quoted at $55 a sack, but even at that 
price not un ounce was on sale. For more 
than a week the city had been alinos: cn- 
tirely without bread, und fres) meat had 
disappeared from. the market before then. 
Canned goods at fabulous prices and rike 
end beans were the only edibles obtuina- 
Lite, 

“olonel McKibben had no rations to give 
out, even ‘ec his own men, and he eduid 
only tell the hungry horde that followed at 
his heels that ships loaded with food were 
on their way and would enter ihe usartor 
as scon as trey could get in. The appli- 
cants grew in number so rapidly that the 
new gorcrnor was finally compeiled to go 
into tie patace and put a neavy guard at 
the dodor. From this shelt?e- and wiita . 
large map of the city as a guile he as- 
signed the soldiers of the Ninth to pétral 
duty in all sections, and their instructions 
were to let no one in or out between the 
hours of 7 p. m. and 7 a. m.; to quell all 
disturbances; to arrest any Spaniard seen 
with arms, and to see that no pérson nor 
property was molested. The American 
troops had already been advised that they 
were not to go inside the city limits, and 
the insurgents had been curtly notified that 
if they tried it they would be shor. 

The Insurgents Played No Part. | 

The the Cubans under 
Garcia were not to be permitted to loot 
the town—as they had done all other up 
to this time—did much to win over the 
inhabitants to the Americans, Shafter sent 
word to Garcia inviting him to be present 
in person at the surrender, but the insur- 
gent chief sent back word that he did not 
want to come. “I; don't even want to go 
to Heaven if there are Spaniards there.”’ 
were the exact words brought back by 
the messenger. One of the American ec 'Tfi- 
manders remarked with a grim smile that 
this doubtless explained why Gareia 
his 5,00 men had not been on the 
about El Pazo and Caney athhd San Juan 
during the first and second days’ fighting, 
and’ there all communication with the Cu- 
bans ceased for the time.

Going .back.along the 
track of the century we find that Flori- 
da, Texas, the Pacific coast and Alaska 
have all been annexed to the domain of 
the United States since the music of 
“The Star Spangled Banner’”’ first greet- 
ed the ear of the nation. 

Until the outbreak of the present war

To Mayor Warwick—The ‘Widow of 
General Pickett There and the Ut- 
most Enthusiasm Prevailed.

From The Philadelphia Record. 

The men of Pickett’s camp were given 
an official welcome to the city yesterday 
morning in historic Independence ehall by 
Mayor Warwick and the veterans’ com- 
mittee of entertainment, and the occasion 
will be a long remembered one by the griz- 
zlied veterans of Pickett’s daring charge 
at Gettysburg. From the ald statehouse the 
veterans and their entertalmers were given 
a pleasant steamboat ride down the Dela- 
ware, winding up at Washington park, 
where an immense crowd greeted them. In 
the shady grove the afternoon was spent 
in pleasant fashion, an impromptu campfire 
being the social feature of a memorable 
day. ' 

Shortly after 10 o’clock the line for the 
march to the hall was formed on Broad 
street, near Race, At the head of the line 
were Marshal Alfred Craighead, of Post 19, 
and aides, Dr. William B. Jones and John 
W. Frazier, of the same post. Following a 
band were detachments of the Sixty-ninth 
battalion, Pennsylvania volunteers, under 
command of Major Gillespie. and the guard 
of honor, composed of survivors of the 
famous “‘Bucktails.’”’ Mrs. General Pickett 
and Major Charles S. Pickett, with Mrs. 
Colonel Northern and Miss Northern, rode 
in an open barouche, Colonel and Mrs. 
William L. Royall, Mrs. T. H. Newman 
and Miss M. E. Torrence followed in the 
second carriage, and in another were Colo- 
nel W. A. Hemphill, of Atlanta, with his 
wife and daughter. Ten or twelve other 
carriages followed with confederate vete- 
rans who were unabl¢é to endure the march, 
and the rest of the visitors marched in 
close ranks behind, 

Warmly Greeted on the March. 

At the rear of the line were a detachment 
of Sons of Veterans from Camp No. 10 and 
members of Colored Post No. 27. The route 
of the parade was down Broad to Chest- 
nut street, thence to Independence hall, and 
the line of march was thronged with spec- 
tators, who received the visiting veterans 
with enthusiastic cheers. At Independence 
hall a large crowd was gathered, and an 
ovation was given the boys in blue and 
gray. 

The Mayor’s Herty Greeting. 

Mayor Warwick was then introduced and 
was greeted with prolonged cheers and a 
genuine “rebel yell." He spoke as follows: 

‘“T extend to you the most cordial wel- 
come, the most generous welcome, the 
most heartfelt welcome, deep with emotion 
of charity and love, from the people of this 
citv over which I have the honor to pre- 
side. In this hall, sacred with the precious 
memories of the past, we meet as citizens 
of a common nation, of one republic, of 
one land. It was here that the republic 
was conceived and it was here that our 
fathers decided that the néw nation should 
assume a place among the powers of the 
earth. For a time we were estranged, but 
thank God the oniy,.separation line be- 
tween Pennsylvania and Virginia is the line 
of survey. We are brothers in a common 
country. One flag covers the entire nation 
and no one knows to what limits will ex- 
tend the republic that is today leading the 
advance in civilization. 

Sectional Lines Wiped Out. 

“We know you. We boys, though we 
never met you on the fleld of battle, recog- 
nize your yell and know how bravely the 
gray line charged on to death on the fleld 
of Gettysburg. Now, however, We are ge 
brotherhood, and united we may defy the 
world. At present it looks ag if our war 
with Spain was to come to an end. To me 
the greatest satisfaction is not the decla- 
ration of peace, but the knowledge that the 
war has served to unite our country firmer 
than ever. We don’t care whtre Dewey 
comes from: we don’t care whether Schley 
was born south of the Mason and Dixon or 
whether Hobson comes from Alabama. 
These are the men who carried our flag 
to victory and as such we all admire them. 

“We are one nation, with one flag, and 
so ‘united, God alone Knows our future 
greatness. Welcome, guests who are now 
our fellow citizens. In this hall, where our 
fathers met; by this table on which the 
declaration of independence was signed, it 
is fitting that we should meet today. Sit- 
ting im this chair you see the wife of the 
general who led you across so many bloody 
flelds. Time, however, has healed all our 
old enmities, and our only desire is that 
when you leave us your greatest wish will 
be that you may goon return.” 

Knighted by Mrs. Pickett. 

The mayor’s remarks were greeted with 
enthusiastic applause, and as he closed 
speaking Mrs. Pickett graciously drew a 
rose from a magnificent bunch she carried 
and placed it in his lapel. He saluted her 
hand with a kiss in acknowledgment, and 
turning to the men in gray, said: 

“Comrades, I have been knighted _ by 
the wife of your general, and I am now 
one of you,”’ 

Colonel Hemphill’s Reply. 

Colonel. William A. Hemphill, once a 
gallent soldier of the ‘“‘lost cause,.”” and 
now business manager of The Atlanta Con- 


ing veterans. After returning the thanks 
of his old comrades for the warm we!come 
extended them, Colonel Hemphill said: 

“Mr. Mayor, you have not lost any of 
your old-time eloquence, or your former 
warmth of welcome, both of which I have 
enjoyed in the days gone by. I rejoice to 
be here in the home of the Liberty hell. 
The dear old bell was brought south first 
in 1885. When it reached Beauvoir an old 
stateman who was on his last bed of sick- 
ness arose and went to the train. There, 
in the presence of that sacred relic, he said: 
‘I believe the time has come when reason 
Should be substituted for passion, and 
when men should be able to do justice to 
each other.’ And Jefferson Dayis. a scn of 
a revolutionary soldier, bowed in reverence 
to the glorious old bell. 

“That trip was the beginning of the good 
feeling that now exists between the sec- 
tions. Mr. Mayor, I remember a few years 
ago when you brought the bell to Atlanta; 
how, all along the route, multitudes flocked 
to see it; old men cried over it; women and 
children kissed its sacred sides with lave 
and devotion. You left it in our charge, 
and how sacredly we watched and cared 
for it. I had the honor to be ome of the 
committee to return it to this city. All 
along the route home people gathered to 
pay their respects and honor to the Liberty 
bell. You don’t know, sir, how we appre- 
clated your kindness, and Philadelphia will 
always have a warm place in our hearts. 

“T esteem it a great honor to be in this 
grand old building, where our fathers pro- 
muligated the magna charta of our liber- 
ties, and it is with pardonable pride I say 
that a southern man and a Virginian, too, 
wrote that grand instrument, and that 
southern men helped to put it into effect.

“My friends, we came out of the civil war 
the greatest nation earth, and it took

There is 
no other reason. The skill and heroism of 
Dewey, Sampson, Schley, Wheeler,Shafter, 
Miles, Lee and Hobson and a host of others, 
brave and true, have proved that American 
soldiers and American sailors are not ex- 
celled in the world. The ‘Star Spangled 
Banner’ has been made to wave in places 
where it never has waved before. This is 
the providence of God. He intends that 
the civilization and liberty of this great 
republic shall extend to the ends of the 
earth. Wherever our flag has been planted 
by the heroism and blood of our soldiers, 
woe be to the man or destruction to the 
party that tears it down. 

“There will be presented to this country 
great international questions, and problems 
hard to solve will come before our leaders, 
I want to say, as a democrat and a south- 
ern man, that there is a strong and patri- 
otic hand at the helm of this government, 
and that I believe President McKinley and 
his able advisers will solve these questions 
correctly. This country is bound to make 
great advances and obtain greater heights 
of prosperity. The south wants to do all 
that is in her power to bring this about, 
and you can depend on her to the full ex- 
tent of her ability.

Blessings of a United Country. 


Congressman John B, Lamb, of the third 
Virginia district, was then introduced, and 
spoke briefly in a forceful way of the bless- 
ings of a unified country, and spoke feel- 
ingly of the trials and tribulations of the 
Virginians and other southerners” during 
and after the civil war. He thanked the 
people of Philadelphia, the mayor and the 
entertainment committee for the kindly 
welcome and hospitality extended to his 
comrades. 

Colonel A. K. McClure made the last ad- 
dress, in the course of which he character- 
ized the charge of Pickett’s brigade as one 
of the greatest exhibitions of bravery ever 
chronicled in the world’s history. He said 
that those on both sides of the civil war 
fought for a principle which had been in- 
stilled in them from chiidhood—the south 
believing in state’s rights being the main 
consideration and the north believing that 
the preservation of the union was the 
greatest duty of all citizens. He paid a 
glowing tribute to all who fought and 
suffered for what they thought right, and 
then spoke of the men from the south in 
the present war. His references to ‘‘Joe’’ 
Wheeler, ‘‘Fitz’’ Lee and other southern 
men were received with great enthusiasm, 
and he was warmly applauded throughout 
his address 

At the close of Colonel McClure’s speech 
the mayor held an informal] reception at the 
doorway as the men filed out, and then as 
the line of march was again formed the 
band played “Dixie’’ while the mer shouted 
themselves hoarse in qheering for Philadel- 
phia and its chief magistrate.

Yesterday Councilman W. S. Thomson 
told Sergeant Abbott of what was going on 
and the sergeant immediately made prepa- 
rations for a wholesale raid. Sergeants AD- 
bott and Brenning led the raid and ‘were 
assisted by the police reserves and the 
officers on the beat. One detail, headed 
by Sergeant Brenning, went up Decatur 
street to the front of the saloons, and the 
other, with Sergeant Abbott in command, 
made a wide detour and came in through 
the small alley that runs out of Exchange 
place into the area behmd the old street 
car stables. 

At a given signal the two squads, con- 
sisting of fifteen men, closed in on the 
crowd, and they were caught like rats 
in a trap. Several made frantic efforts to 
escape, but they were easily headed off 
and placed under guard to await the arr!i- 
val of the patrol wagons. 

A messenger was sent to the nearest 
telephone and a call was sent in to police 
headquarters for all the patrol wagons 
available. In the meantime a big crowd 
of both whites and blacks begin to gather 
and before the patrol wagons appeared the 
whole area was filled with people anxioys 
to see what was going on. 

Three patrol wagons responded to the 
call and they were quickly filled and sent 
to the barracks. They were compelled to 
make still another trip before all the ne- 
groes were taken in charge, and by that 
time the streets near the scene of the 
raid were densely crowded with people 
attracted to the spot by seeing the crowd- 
ed wagons going to the police barracks. 

At the station house many of those ar- 
rested were given copies of charges and 
allowed to go, but the majority were put 
into cells and all will be given a chance 
to plead their cases before Recorder Cal- 
houn this afternoon. Intense excitement 
prevailed on lower Decatur street while 
the arrests were being made, and it was 
several hcurs before the crowds dispersed. 

The police are determined to put a stop 
to all gatrerings of idle negroes benind 
saloons, where, it is said, they only create 
disturbances, and it is probable that more 
arrests will follow the ones made yester- 
day.

adjourned this afternoon, after accom- 
plishing the following: 
Indorsed industrial 
common schools. 
Complimented the Technological school. 
Re-elected Hon. Pope Brown president. 
Held out inducements for the immigra- 
tion of western farmers. 

Roasted tha state university. 
Discussed a uniform cotton bale. 

Heard valuable paper on fruit tree in- 
sect8, 

Planned a reformation about the saving 
of all the parts of the corn plant, 

Memorialized legislature for an appro- 
priation for an industrial school. 

Took steps to promote the establish- 
ment of canming and other factories. 

Selected Quitman as the next place of 


meeting. 

The keynote of the entire session of the 

corvention was industrial education. 
Second Day’s Work. 

The second day’s session of the society 
was opened this morning. 

State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn 
delivered an address on industrial educa- 
tion, which was forcible and instructive. 
His idea was that there could be no com- 
plete education without hard manual train- 
ing. 

He said in the beginning that there 
was an idea among children of today that 
if they could receive an ucademic educa- 
tion they would escape honest toil. 

“We have been radically at fault,’’ said 
Mr. Glenn, “‘in not putting into our sys- 
tem that the object of an education was 
to equip every boy and girl for the hard- 
est sort of manual toil. Education is 
to develop the whole man.” 

He said that it was only in modern his- 
tory that we find that man’s brain has 
been developed through the sense of touch 
and any system that eliminates this train- 
ing is a false system. 

‘‘Look over thistory,’’ exclaimed the com- 
missioner, “‘and you will find that every 
man who has been potential in public 
affairs had his brain deveioped by hard 
manual labor in his younger days.”’ 

The speaker referred to Swiizeriand, 
where manual labor wae taught, and to- 
day the ihumblest peasant makes a good 
living and there are few illiterate people 
there and no beggars. 

Germany saw this and Bismarck said the 
schoolteacher won tine battle of Sedan 
and the schoolteacher must still fight for 
us. So in every college and school was 
introduced textile education. Today Ger- 
many has nearly outstripped every other 
country in textile manufacture. 

“We will have to come to this in Geor- 
gia,’ said the commissioner. “‘We must 
take out of our state system the idea 
that the object of education is to dodge 
hard labor. We must bring ‘industrial 
education to a level with all others, and 
we must start it in the sclhivo!s.”’ 

The commissioner said -he wanted out? 
siders to come to Georgia, but he wanted 
«yeorgia boys taugnt to develop tneir 
own resources. It has been truthfully said 
that the reason women of today are not as 
smart as taey used to be is because they 
deve.,oped their brain,a long time ago at 
the spanning wheel and loom. ‘There is 
a div.ne injunction anu it cannot be wiped 
ouc by puny man—"rhou shait earn 
thy bread in the sweat of tny brow.” 

A Current of Humor. 

The speaker spoke of the uevelopment 
of electric sciences. He said he beiieved 
pney would svon plow wicno eectricity. 

“Why they cum turn a lignt on you and 
see clean tnrougn you,” said Commission- 
er G.enn. ‘““ihey will soon have it so a 
judge in the courtrvom can turn it on a 
witness’s brain and see if he is iying. An 
oid negro asked me if the A-ray couid 
expose ‘ais ‘Innaras?’, I said yes. ‘linen 
he wanted to know if it couid expose 
chicken in the stomach, and when I 
told him yes he asked, excitedly, if 1

| CRUEL TREATMENT IS CHARGED 


Mrs. Annie Taylor Asks the Court To 
Grant Her a Total Divorce from 
Her Husband. 

Mrs. Annie T. Taylor, of Richmond cuvn- 
ty, yesterday filed suit in Fulton superior 
court for total divorce from her husband.

A rising vote of thanks was given to 
Commissioner Glenn for his able address. 

Captain Hall and the Tech. 

Captain Lyman Hall, by request of the 
convention, made a talk about the Tech- 
nological school. i. 

He said he proposed only to tell what had 
already been accomplished by the Techno- 
logical school. He reviewed the establish- 
ment of the school. In the location At- 
lanta got what she paid for, as she planked 
down $150,000. 

The electrical denartment has recently 
had a $5,000 appropriation. In the academy 
there aré departments of chemistry, draw- 
ing and mathematics. In the shops there 
is machinery of all description for every 
kind of mechanical work. The only uni- 
form is overalls. Upstairs over the ma- 
chinery is the woodwork department. In 
the rear of the shops is the electrical labo- 
ratory. 

There is a foundry where all sorts of 
castings are made, and a forge shop where 
chains, etc., are made, 

The speaker told of the excellent stand- 
ing many of the graduates from the 
school had taken. He stated what had 
to be done for a student to enter. Board 
would cost only $10 and could be made as 
low as $6.50. Under the dormitory system 
the students are placed under rules which 
prevent them from being led into digsi- 
pated habits. They are given an athletic 
training suited to their physical require- 
ments and condition. They are required 
to serve when apprenticed eight hours a 
day, four hours at a time. 

As to what becomes of the graduates, 
Captain Hall said that out of eighty that 
not five were pursuing HMnes other than 
that for which they wefe trained. The 
first graduate, Mr. Crawford, a chemist, 
has charge of 6,000 men. The second is 
receiving $2,000 a year. Several were bosses 
in various manufacturing enterprises. 

Captain Hall was interrupted and asked 
why the graduates had to go to Cornell 
for a post-graduate course. He replied that 
the decrgia school wags not well enough 
equipped. 

“And why?’ asked Dr. Hunnicutt. 

“The want of money,” was the reply. 

“That's the point we want brought out,” 
said the doctor, and the convention agreed 
with him. 

Captain Hall gave instances showing how 
easy it was for graduates at the Techno- 
logical to get good paying jobs.

Although it is not known whut the com- 
mittee hhag done it seems certain that ar- 
rangements for the portrait will be made 
at an early date, since the appropriation 
will not be available after June, 1899, on 
account of the lapse of time. It wil] re- 
quire many months for the work and the 
artist who is to do the work will, in the 
opinion of those interested, need to begin 
on the portrait at once.

New York, August 11.—Today’s business 
On the stock exchange was the largest 
for many months. Trading Was very 
broad and comprehensive and the tone 
of speculation extremely varied. The gen. 
erase undertone continued unmistakably 
strong. The decline in prices Was not al- 
lowed to proceed to any great length be- 
fore dullness ensued, and in a short time 
a renewed demand weuld carry prices 
upward again, generally on a much 
smaller volume of business than&that on 
which they had declined.

Atianta, August 11.—The cotton market 
opened at an advance of 3 points over 
previous close, The cable news showed 
Liverpool had declined 2 points in futures 
with spots 317-32d; sale 12,000 bales. The 
market proved very dull today and the 
range of prices were cenfined to 2 points. 
The only strong feature was the large 
spot sales at Liverpool. The market 
ruled strong throughout today's session. 


Atlanta Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 11.—Initial prices 
for cotton today were substantially ad- 
vanced as a result of local covering and 
some foreign. buying induced by reports 
of continued wet weather in the eastern 
portion of the cotton belt, insufficient 
moisture in the southwestern § sections 
and evidences that the English cotton 
trade construed the government report 
vesterday less bearish than the local 
contingent had anticipated. The early 
gain, nowever, was lost subsequently un- 
der sheer absence of speculative support 
and scattered bear selling. Early trading 
Was quite active, but as the sessian pro- 
eressed it gradually simmered down to 
a narrow scalping business with prices 
fluctuating around last night's final fig- 
ures, 


Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

Atianta, August ll.—Liverpool features 
were off in sympathy with the government 
report of yesterday, but spot was gsur- 
prisingly strong with sales of 12,000 bales.’ 
The opening was a point better than last 
night's closing and sales across the ring, 
both for spot and long account were at 
better figures, which finally resulted in 
advances upon the day from 3 to 5 points. 
Telegrams from different sections today 
coincide with our information Riven out 
yesterday, showing considerable damage 
to the growing crop. We still believe 
this will cause some advance in prices.

New York, August 11.—Europe refused to 
place the same reliance upon the bureau 
report as did the American trade, and 
the decline abroad was not equal to the 
decline here. Locally it would be difficult 
to increase the  besrigth temper, Every 
one is looking for a big crop and low 
prices, although willing to admit the crop 
is not yet made. Light receipts of new 
cotton have so far had little effect. as 
the trade expect the good crop reports will 
Olfset Ahe comparisom with the heavy 
movement of the past two years. Ameri- 
can spinners are buyers here today as the 
cheapes; market. ‘Traders claim the re- 
cent rains thave benefited rather than in- 
jJured the crop, and the recovery is sim-

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, August “Tfl.—The presence of 
many buyers has. kept business in the 
dry goods district active. especially in job- 
bing stores. Mail orders are about as 
numerous as they were early in the week, 
and their character has changed slightly, 
in that there has ‘been a somewhat freer 
demand for staple cotton lines and staple 
prints. The gain in cotton goods has not 
been parallel by an increase in fhe de- 
mand in woolen goods of any description, 
The market for men’s wear fabrics has 
shown some slight increase in interest. 
Print cloths show no improvement worthy 
of note. Extras at 2c are eliciting few 
bids. Contract lots are said to be readily 
obtained at this price. Odd goods are also 
quiet and featureless. In staple cottons 
the steady market for bleached goods con- 
tinues.

Chicago, August 11.—Kansas reports of 
Scarcity of cash wheat caused a buying 
here today which rescued the market trom 
a decline. September closed 4c higher and 
December %ec lower. Corn lest 4u%. Oats 
unchanged to %e cown. Pork letc off un- 
changea; lard gained 2%@5c and rios 2c. 

insvead of showing deicerioration in tne 
condition of spring wneat during tne monwna, 
us expected, vhe government crop report 
made an improvement of 1.5 points. ‘Inat 
caused the price of September to drop \%e 
under yesterday's close, opening trades be- 
ing at 65% to 65. After tnis expression of 
bearish teeling, the market commenced to 
mend a little, the receipts at various west- 
ern markets indicating that no increase in 
the movement had yet set in. Necelpts 
here were 212 cars, whereas 147 Were re- 
ceived for the same day last year. Minne- 
apolis and Duluth received 66 cars, against 
lot last year. The aggregate at the prin- 
cipal primary markets was 330,500 bushels, 
against 807,000 bushels the year before, This 
striking deficiency, togevher with an eager 
demand for shipping parcels worked the 
price of September up to 60%. It Was re- 
ported from Kansas City that No. 2 hard 
Was up 4c a bushel there, and as there ap- 
peared.a probability of another decrease in 
the visible, the market became very strong 
after many changes of front. 
was depressed from beginning to end, and 
wound up lower for the day. The Atlantic 
and gulf ports claimed wheat and flour to 
the amount of 695,000 bushels. September 
opened %@%c lower at 65@65%c, declined to 
65c, advanced to t64g¢c and closed at 66%c 
bid.

Charged He Took Letters Belonging to 
the Sick Soldiers at the Fort. 


HAS BEEN IN THE ARMY BEFORE 


The Government Claims a Strong Case 
Against Him and He Will Proba- 
bly Get a Long Sentence. 


Frank Shelvey, alias “rank Finley, was 
yesterday bound over to the United States 
court by Commissioner Broyies, charged 
with opening mail containing valuable mat- 
ter and with signing another's name to a 
money order. 

Finley is the party who, it 
of the sick solutefs 
and Uncle Sam has 
ugly case against him. He was arrésted 
some days ago by Postoffice Inspector 
Rosson, of Chattanooga, and the evidence 
brought out against him in the trial yes- 
terday was very strong. 

The strongest evidence against him was 
in connection with the postoffice order be- 
longing to Private Burnhardt. He tried at 
the McPherson postoffice to get the order 
cashed, but the postmistress refused be- 
cause the order did not have Burnhardt’s 
signature. Finley tolad her that he would 
go over to the hospital and get Burnhardt 
to sign it. He left the postoffice and the 
postmistress watched him, but he did not 
go to the hospjtal, but went in a store near 
the fort. In a few momenfs he returned 
with the order signed with the name ot 
Burnhardt, but it was not Burnhardt’s 
signature and the postmistress so told him. 
He then tried to get her to cash it any way 
and was refused. 

Judge Broyles sent him to jail in default 
of a $500 bond. 

During the trial it developed that Finley 
had been in the army seven years ago 
under the name of Shelvey and at that 
time he was dishonurably discharged. The 
cause of his discharge was not brought out 
in the trial,but some of the witnesses stated 
that the cause of his discharge was the 
theft of a watch and that he served a term 
in the county chaingang. s*inley was sullen 
during the trial and refused to maKe any 
statement concerning the matter. 

The law prescribes a punishment for his 
offense ranging from one to five years in 
the penitentiary, and as he is to be tried 
on two charges, it is possible that he wiil 
have to serve ten yeare if couvicted.

According to the arrange- 
ments of the courts persons having goods 
in Moody & Brewster’s store when the 
receiver took charge were permitted toa 
identify their goods, give bond and remove 
the articles. 

Fleitman & Co. attempted to do this, but 
the receiver was enjoined from accepting 
the bond because it was claimed that the 
g00ds sold by Fleitman & Co. had been 
made into pants and for this reason did not 
come in the class of other goods which 
were identified and delivered. 

The intervention which was filed by Fleit- 
man & Co, asks that the receiver be re- 
Strained from selling their goods and asks 
that they be allowed to give bond and take 
the material. A temporary restraining or- 
der was granted ané@ the case will be heard 
beTore Judge Lumpkin on August 18th. A 
pretty point of law is involved and the 
hearing will prove interesting.

Captain in Second North Carelina Charg- 
ed with Unbecoming Conduct. 


DRUNKENNESS AND BRUTALITY 


Lieut. Conrad, Second in Command of 
Company M, Prefers the Charges. 


MAJOR BUBB TALKS OF THE TROUBLE 


Lieut. Conrai Tells Representative of 
The Constitution in Brunswick of 
Charges Against Capt. Cooper. 

HE 
Tex Fort McPherson last Sundag to 
join their regiment or St. Simons 
island are again deep in trouble, this time 
as the result of serious charges that have 
been preferred against one of their, officers, 
Captain Cooper, of company M. 

The charges against Captain Cooper are 
for the violation of section.62 of the articles 
of war, in conducting himself in a manner 
unbecoming an officer, and were preferred 
against him by Lieutenant Conrad, second 
officer of company M. 

While companies F and M of the Second 
North Carolina volunteers were in garrison 
at Fort McPherson they were entrusted 
with the power of police placed in 
charge of the guardhouse of the post. Soon 
after they arrived two men escaped at 
night from the prison while the North 
Carolina boys were on guard, and it was 
generally understood that the commander 
of the volunteer troops was censured for 
the neglect of his men. Captain Cobb, of 
company F, stated, however, that his men 
were not furnished with cartridges on the 
occasion of the escape, and that the respon- 
sibility rested on other shoulders than his

own. 

The withdrawal of the North: Carolina 
troops from ihe garrison followed not long 
after the incident, and while the officers 
at the post stated that the volunteers were 
only ordered away to join their regiment 
at St. Simons island, it was believed by 
many that the two companies left Fort 
McPherson under a cloud, and that their 
withdrawal was demanded. 

The charges which were sprung against 
Captain Cooper as soon as the companies 
joined their regiment are the. outcome of 
an affair which happened at Fort McPher- 
son, on the first night of the arrival of the 
men at the post. The offense of unbecom- 
ing conduct on the part of Captain Cooper 
is alleged to have been committed at the 
residence of Major Bubb, who at that time 
was not in command of the post, 

He is fully acquainted with the nature of 
the offense, if itis such, and is one of the 
most important witmesses in the case. He 
will say nothing prematurely, however, on 
the subject, and states that he is compelled 
to reserve his testimony for the ears of the 
court alone, when it convenes. He said: 

‘“T have received from Colonel Burgwyn, 
commanding the Second North Carolina 
regiment, what I presume is a copy of the 
charges against Captain Cooper, but, of 
course, cannot say anything about them. 
I think, however, the matter has been ex- 
aggerated, and the charges may stop with 
the preliminary investigation now being 
conducted. 

“Captain Cooper is charged also with 
offenses committed months before his com- 
pany came to this garrison, and of which I 
have known all along. 

“Cooper wrote to me a day or two ago, 
requesting me to hold my evidence in the 
matter, and I am complying with ‘ais re- 
quest. He firmly believes that Lieutenant 
Conrad is making the charges in order to 
displace him as commander of the company, 
but what there is in that idea I cannot say. 

“There is an intention on the part of 
some of the North Carolina officers to make 
me clean up their dead wood, but I don’t 
propose to haye anything to do with it.’’ 

Major Bubb hinted that if he had been 
in command of the garrison at the time the 
offense alleged was committed, he would 
have taken some action then without delay. 

Colonel Burgwyn, of the Second North 
Carolina volunteers, is now conducting an 
examination of the charges against Cap- 
tain Cooper at the camp on St. Simons 
island, and thas written to Major Bubb 
asking him to forward his statement. 
Major Bubb will, however, hold his evi- 
dence in compliance with the request of 
Captain Cooper, but if the charges are 
finally brought before a courtmartial he 
will have to go to St. Simons to make his 


deposition. 

What the outcome of the investigation 
will be cannot be stated, but the friends of 
the North Carolina troops in the city are 
anxious to learn the nature of the cihharges 
against Captain Cooper. 

What Lieutenant Conrad Says. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 11.—(Special.)— 
Company M, of the Second North Carolina, 
is badly torn up by the charges preferred 
by Lieutenant Conrad against Captain 
Cooper and counter-charges filed by Cap- 
tain Cooper against Lieutenant Conrad. 
Each of the officers have their sides in 
the campaign. Behind it all there is said 
to be much politics of the North Carolina 
kind. I today sought both officers for an 
interview and secured statements. Lieu- 
tenant Conrad, whose father was solicitor 
general under President Cleveland, is a 
young Virginian and practiced law at Win- 
chester prior to his going in the army. He 
says in substance: 

“The charges I have preferred against 
Captain Cooper are the results of his dis- 
graceful conduct at Fort McPherson, where 
he conducted himself in a basely drunken 
manner, disgraced his uniform and caused 
the. North Carolina boys to hang their 
heads in shame, which feeling wag further 
intensified by our being ordered away from 
the fort in disgrace. Previous to that time, 
while we were at Raleigh, he got drunk 
and the night before we were mustered in 
drew a pistol on a negro. 

“During our encampment there he was 
eaught cheating at cards and this came 
near resulting in every one in the regi- 
ment turning against Him. He was arrest- 
ed twice, and once waile under arrest he 
called his non-commissioned officers up 
and delivered to them a speech in drunken 
‘language that disgusted all of us. Since 
being in camp he has insulted me three 
or four times, and twice publicly. At Fort 
‘McPherson he was drunk and broke into 
_the canteen of the privates, 

“These acts caused the men generally 
to turn against him and he has since then 
treated them unkindly and discourteously, 
conveying by his manner a contempt for 
those under him. The final blow came at 
Fort McPherson. When we went mere 
Captain Cooper was quartered in Major 
Bubb’s residence. He went there drynk 
three times. Twice the adjutant put him 
to bed. The third time he refused to 
handle him, and later, when he heard noise 
in the bathroom, he investigated and found 


in a disgraceful condition. After this | wid 
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edays later. 
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McPherson and were literally kicked out 
of camp, Major Bubb told me it was on 
account of Captain Cooper. Our men left 
Atlanta feeling disgraced and did not feel 
like they were soldiers... The disgrace 
brought on us by Captain Cooper is beyond 
my power to properly describe and I pre- 
ferred charges against him to clear the 
company of such a man. He caused our 
payrolls to bée returned ten times and 
otherwise caused us trouble. 

“There are other things that might be 
said, but what I have told you gives an 
idea of the man. I understand he has now 
preferred charges against me, but the dis- 
grace which will follow his conviction will 
not hurt me as much as I feel the simple 
fact of having charges on file against my- 
Self and preferred by such a person, Lieu- 
tenants Curry and Hall, of company F, 
have joined me in the charges against 
Captain Cooper and they will be proven.” 

Captain Cooper Interviewed. 

Captain Cooper expressed his vrillingness 
to be interviewed, and stated that he was 
just preparing to write me on the subject. 
He said in substance: 

‘Some days since Lieutenant Conrad pre- 
ferred charges against me, alleging a dis- 
graceful occurrence at Fort McPherson 
some weeks ago. This supposed orcur- 
rence took place in Major Bubb’s house, 
where I was quartered. Major Bubb has 
never made anw mention to me of such, 
nor did he sanction the preferment of 
these charges. My personal relations with 
Major Bubb were very pleasant. The 
charges were preferred by Lieutenant Con- 
rad the day of our arrival at this sta- 
tion, three weeks after the occurrence, he 
alleges. At the time I raised my company, 
Lieutenant Conrad, a struggling young 
lawyer, with ‘the assistance of his wife's 
relatives, was trying to raises a company 
at Waynesville, N. C., eightp-eight miles 
from my home. He made a fignal failure, 
and had to disband. Notvfinding a suit- 
able man in my own —— and being 
then devoid of military experience, I took 
him into my company. He has, since the 
third week after we were mustered into 
the service, oecupied himself principally 
in fostering his personal ambitions. While 
stationed. at Fort McPherson he tented 
with sergeants and otherwise conduoted 
himself in a manner which no officer 
should. 

‘In making the present attack he has 
been actuated only by the basest of per- 
sonal motives. Some two weeks ago he 
told Lieutenant Johnston that he intend- 
ed to be captain of the company, and that 
he was determined to oust me by any 
means in his power. I knew nothing of 
his having preferred charges until three 
I saw your article, and you 
can imagine my surprise at their nature. 
I am informed reliably that after prefer- 
ring charges, the clique of which he is 
the head smuggled a petition amongst the 
men addressed to the governor of North 
Carolina, asking Conrad’s appointment as 
captain, and that of Sergeant Landis as 
second leutenant. The petition was to 
be forwarded to the governor immediate- 
ly, in case I resigned or was removed. It 
also seems they have been in communica- 
tion with some one in the adjutant gener- 
al’s office at Raleigh. For this reason 
they had the petition all ready to act as 
soon as the expected change took place. 

“First Sergeant Landis was the sergeant 
major of the regiment, with the pay of a 
private, when I had him transferred to 
my company and made him sergeant. The 
other sergeant connected with this disre- 
spectful, disgraceful affair had also at- 
tempted to raise a company, but failing, 
came to Raleigh as a recruit. I took him 
and made him a sergeant. 

“It is simply an example of man’s beast 
nature asserting itself. Conrad has a 
purient itch to be addressed by the title of 
captain. However, instead, he will be 
called wpon to plead to charges preferred 
under articles of war 33, 21, 20 and 61. 
(these refer to drunkenness, insubordina- 
tion, ‘isrespect to his superiors, etc.) 
It was his tenting with sergeants that 
brought our removal from Fort McPher- 
son-and the criticisms passed upon our 
discipline in the papers. He has not for 
some time treated me with the respect 
due me as his commanding officer, but 
naturally, I hesitated long before invalv- 
ing my company ina disgraceful courtmar- 
tial. The crowd that Lieutenant Conrad 
neads has been scheming for some time, 
but they are at their end now, and will be 
shown up proper.” 

Colonel BPurgwyn states that he has writ- 
ten Major Bubb, and as soon as a repiy 
is received, will proceed with the ease 
as the evidence warrants.

Detachment of the Seventeenth Infantry 
Left for New Camp Last Night. 


THE SIXTEENTH GOES TONIGHT 


Number of Soldiers at Fort McPherson 
Will Soon Be Reduced to 1,000. 


INFANTRY ORDERED HERE 


THE FIFTH 


A General Courtmartial, Consisting of 
Thirteen Members, Will Convene 
at Barracks This Morning. 


HE movement of recruits to Pearl 

Springs, the new encampment near 

Newnan, Ga., was begun unexpected- 

ly last night with the departure of the 

Seventeenth infantry from Fort McPher- 
son, 

Three hundred ond thirty-seven men of 
the Seventeenth infantry were marched on 
coaches in front of the barracks last nignt 
at 10 o'clock and transported to the camp 
at Newnan, where they will spend today 
in pitching their shelter tents, which will 
be used by them for the present. 

The detachment of the Seventeenth was 
in commanrd of Captain Rodgers, who has 
recently returned from an inspection of 
the grounds at Pearl Springs, where his 
men will be quartered. 

Captain Rodgers, before leaving, express- 
ed himself as highly pleased with the 
site of the new camp and stated that 
for sanitary reasons he did not believe the 
place could be excelled. The water supply 
to be used by the troops is. practi- 
cally inexhaustible and the large lake 
within sight of the camp can be used for 
bathing purposes. 

The order furnishing the recruits of the 
Seventeenth infantry with transportation 
Wag not issued until late yesterday ffter- 
noon and hasty preparations were neces- 
sary in order to get the men off. 

Rations sufficient to last for several days 
were issued to each man in the detach- 
ment and the recruits were all given full 
equipment in the way of canteens and 
cartridge belts before leaving. 

The recruits of the Seventeenth infantry 
are the first to be sent off at night from 
the barracks and the hasty order for their 
departure shows the desire of the war 
department to reduce the number of men 
at Fort McPherson as soon as possible. 

Several hundred recruits were lined up 
on the fence and in the road in front of 
the barracks to see thelr comrades off 
last night and as the men of the Seven- 
teenth marched on the cars they were 
given a round of cheer by the recruits 
looking on. 

Sixteenth Leaves Tonight. 

This evening the second detachment will 
leave Fort McPherson for Pearl Springs 
and will be made up of 232 men of the 
Sixteenth infantry. This detachment will 
leave about 10 o'clock and will be under 
the command of Lieutenant Bromwell. 

Captain Rodgers, of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry, will be in command of the Pearl 
Springs camp and will have nearly 2,000 


"men under his charge before the last of 


this month. It is probable that all the 
recruits for the Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
fifth infantry will leave for Newnan before 
the end of the week, 

With the departur: @f the Sixteenth in- 
fantry tonight the garrison of Fort Me- 
Pherson will b@ reduced to a compara- 
tively small number and the danger of 
a spread of fever from the hospitals among 
the men in camp will be dispelled. The liv- 
ing number of 1,000 soldiers at Fort Me- 
Pherson will soon be reached and it is 
not probable that many more recruits will 
be added to the garrison. 

All the detachments which were designed 
to be sent from the post to Montauk Point, 
Long Island, will be held by the officers 
until further orders are received from 
the government. 

lt has developed that there is not suf- 
ficient water supply for the men at Mon- 
tauk and the only available water at pres- 
ent is brackish and unfit to drink. Orders 
may be issued at any hour sending the 
soldiers scheduled for that place to an- 
other camp 


Fifth Infantry Ordered to Atlanta. 

An order recalling the Fifth infantry 
from Tampa, Fla., was issued from the 
department of the gulf yesterday after- 
noon, and the command will come to At- 
lanta as soon as possible. Where the Fifth 
will be sent after arriving in this city is 
not known, but it is supposed that it will 
take charge of Fort McPherson, where it 
was stationed before the war began. The 
Fifth infantry has been in Tampa, F'a., 
for several weeks, waiting for a chance 
to join the American army.in Cuba. or 
Porto Rico, but since the war has Been 
at an end the men and the 
officers have been anxious to return to 
their old station at Fort McPherson. 

It is the opinion of the officers at the 
post that the Fifth infantry will be ordered 
to garrison .the barracks after the main 
body of recruits leave to join their regi- 
ments. 

Courtmartial Convenes Today. 

A general courtmartial for the purpose 
of trying petty cases among the privates 
and non-commissioned efficers at Fort Mc- 
Pherson which have been accumulating for 
the last month will convene in the office of 
the post this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The court detailed for the trial of the 
cases is composed of thirteen members, ten 
of whom are youhg officers recently ap- 
pointed into the s@gvice. Second Lieuten- 
ant Campbell King, {of the First infantry, 
has been appointed judge advocate of the 
court. Lieutenant King is well known and 
highly thougtht of in Atlanta, and his selec- 
tion to fill the place of judge advocate is 
a wise one.
